Orders, Decorations and Medals 

What They Are And What They Mean. 

(A talk given before the New Jersey Numismatic Society by Joseph A. Frayne.) 

To those who have given no thought to the subject, the study of orders, 
decorations and medals may appear to have no connection with that of 
numismatics, but a glance at almost any collection of European coins, no 
matter how small, will at once show how closely allied they are and how 
important it is for the coin or medal collector to be able to recognize, at 
sight at least, the “crosses” of the more notable orders. I am not going to 
attempt to give a detailed history or description of European orders; the 
nature of the subject forbids it. 

The purpose of my talk at this time is to present as clearly as I possibly 
can a brief history and definition of orders, decorations and medals; what 
they are and what they mean. 

With respect to orders — there are three kinds of orders: Those which go 
with a title, such as king, duke, etc.; hereditary orders; and, by far the 
largest in number, those orders awarded for signal service rendered to the 
crown, church or state. 

A few orders are of one class only, but usually they are from three to 
five classes. The different classes are usually designated as grand com- 
manders, commanders, knights, officers, companions and chevaliers. 

The most important of the insignia is the badge or jewel (more common- 
ly referred to as the cross of the order) and next to it is the “ribbon” or 
“sash.” In the lower grades the badge is suspended from a ribbon; if a 
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“rosette” is added to the ribbon, it denotes a higher rank; the “collar” or 
“ribbon” worn around the neck is higher still, while the “grand ribbon” 
or “scarf,” worn over the shoulder, with ends crossed on hip is the highest. 
The badge is worn at the buttonhole, and the “star” (commonly referred 
to as the breast star), which denotes higher rank, is worn on the breast. 

As expected, some orders are bestowed on ladies only. Inasmuch as this 
is “ladies’ night” and we are honored by the presence of so many of the fair 
sex, I deem it exceedingly proper to introduce the crosses of orders bestowed 
on ladies to acquaint my listeners with orders and their meaning. 

Presently I will pass among you the crosses of the orders of Isabella the 
Catholic of Spain, Charles III of Spain, Isabella of Portugal and the Nichan 
Shefakat of Turkey for your perusal. Two of these orders, the Shefakat of 
Turkey and Isabella of Portugal, are exclusively for ladies. The other two 
orders, although not exclusively for ladies, were bestowed on ladies. 

I might state that these four crosses are representative of the crosses of 
all orders; of course, not in every particular, but in general design and ap- 
pearance. 

Decorations are stars, crosses and medals awarded for bravery, courage 
and meritorious acts. They differ from orders in that they may be awarded 
to members of the rank and file who distinguish themselves, and are unlike 
medals in that they are not awarded for any specific campaign or engage- 
ment. 

The principal decorations of the world are the Victoria Cross of Great 
Britain, Medaille Militaire of France, Sardinian Medal of Valor of Italy, the 
Iron Cross of Germany and last but not the least our own Medal of Honor. 
Other decorations of the United States are the Distinguished Service Cross 
and Distinguished Service Medal of the Army, the Distinguished Service 
Medal and Navy Cross of the Navy, and the Purple Heart. 

Decorations of Great Britain, other than the Victoria Cross, are the Con- 
spicuous Gallantry and Distinguished Service medals of the Navy and the 
Military Cross, Military Medal for bravery in the field, Medal for Distinguish- 
ed Conduct in the field and Medal for Meritorious Service. 

All of these decorations I have here and they will be passed along at 
the conclusion of my talk for your examination and study. 

The custom of awarding medals for military service is believed to have 
originated with those pioneer inventors, the Chinese, many centuries before 
the Christian era. The medals of fighting men as a whole owe their origin 
to the badges which the armies of England wore in the transition between 
the decline of armor and the introduction of distinctive uniforms. Com- 
manders rewarded their men for acts of extreme heroism upon the battle- 
field by giving them regimental badges struck in some valuable metal. The 
recipients removed the ordinary metal sign from their coat or hat and sub- 
stituted the much-coveted emblem of bravery. This custom, it is agreed, 
was the source of medal granting and wearing as it exists today throughout 
the world. 

Good Queen Bess of England was the first sovereign to issue medals to her 
fighters. In 1588 she awarded medals to the chief commanders of her fleet 
which routed the vast Spanish Armada. The first campaign medal, known 
as the Dunbar medal, was struck for presentation to all officers and men of 
Oliver Cromwell’s army who defeated the Scot’s iloyalists at Dunbar on 
September 3, 1650. Although these medals, which were worn suspended 
by a chain from the neck, cannot be regarded as campaign medals in the 
modern sense, they have the unique distinction of being the first of which 
there is a reliable record, indicating that the common soldiery and officers 
equally participated in the receipt of a military decoration for war service. 

It was not until the great decisive battle of Waterloo on June 18, 1815, 
that really adequate and substantial recognition in the manner of awards 
was shown the rank and file. The Waterloo Medal was ordered bestowed 
upon every soldier from the commander-in-chief to drummer boy on March 
10, 1816, or less than one year after the famous battle. The medals for 
1588, 1650 and Waterloo will be shown to you. 

In later years arose the vicious custom of awarding medals for divers 
wars, battles, engagements, campaigns, etc., many years after same had been 
fought. England did not reward her soldiers and sailors who fought against 
us in the War of 1812 until June 1, 18 47. France failed to recognize the 
survivors of the Napoleonic campaigns of 1793 to 1815 until the year 1857. 
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Our own country awarded a medal in 19 05 to the survivors of the Civil War, 
which was fought between 1861 and 1865. 

Lately, however, the different nations have found that a decoration quick- 
ly bestowed is twice bestowed. Many of them have been pinned on the 
breasts of the heroes a few hours after action, and this is as it should be. 

Medals, or campaign badges as they are called in this country, are award- 
ed to all persons who actually participated in the campaign for which the 
medal was struck. In many instances bars are attached to the campaign 
medals to designate the different battles of the campaign in which the re- 
cipient was engaged. For example, the British Military General Service 
Medal, which was awarded to the survivors of the Napoleonic wars, and the 
North American engagements during the War of 1812, will be found with 
eleven distinctive bars attesting to the fact that the recipient participated in 
the eleven battles by the different bars. The British Naval General Service 
Medal is also equipped with appropriate bars. You will be shown a number 
of these medals, to which are attached the bars signifying that the recipi- 
ents were engaged during the War of 1812 in the capture of the U. S. S. 
Chesapeake, when Captain Lawrence was killed; the capture of the U. S. S. 
Essex, when Admiral Porter surrendered; the capture of the U. S. S. Presi- 
dent, when Captain Decatur surrendered; and the capture and burning of 
the Capitol at Washington and the Battle of New Orleans. In addition, you 
will be shown other British campaign medals for later wars and engage- 
ments, together with campaign medals of our own country for recent cam- 
paigns. 

It will be noted that the United States has departed from the custom 
adopted by other nations in striking campaign medals in that we have struck 
three different types of medals for the same campaign — one for different 
types of medals for the same campaign — one for the Army, one for the 
Navy and one for the Marine Corps. Great Britain has struck only one 
medal for each campaign and regardless of what branch of the service is 
represented by the recipient he is awarded the same medal; however, the 
branch of the service with which is is connected is shown on the edge of the 
medal, together with his name, rank, regiment or ship, as the case may be. 

I should gladly have passed around the various specimens for your peru- 
sal during my discourse were it not for the fact that my past experience 
has taught me that my listeners become so engrossed in their examination 
of the subject material as to preclude the comprehension of the essence of 
the talk. At this time you will be given the opportunity of examining the 
various specimens and I shall gladly answer any and all questions you may 
wish to propound with respect thereto. 


Abyssinia and Its Coins 

By ROBERT W. ROBINSON. 

(Paper read at the meeting of the Chase Coin Society, New York City, 

L. March 21, 1935.) 

Abyssinia, or Ethiopia, as it is better known, has been until quite recent- 
ly one of those dark unknown lands of the world. In area it covers about 
3 50,000 square miles, equal in size to the combined States of Texas, New 
York and Ohio. The population is around 10,000,000 inhabitants, com- 
posed of a mixed Semitic and Hamitic peoples. The true Abyssinian type 
contains little or no negro blood or qualities. 

About ninety per cent, of the country is located on a plateau of over 
6,000 feet, and eighty per cent, at an altitude of over 8000 feet. This gives 
Abyssinia a real “white man’s” climate, even though it is located within 
fifteen degrees of the Equator. On the plateaus the temperature may vary 
between 60 degrees at night and 80 degrees at noon. For eight months of 
the year the sun shines day after day, making regular summer weather, 
but for the other four months the rains, torrents of them, fill up the rivers, 
making them utterly impassable. These rivers have cut great scars or 
chasms in the land, some of them being five or six thousand feet deep. The 
air at the edge of one of these may be balmy and springlike, but at the 
bottom it is like the nethermost pit. During the rainy months the Blue 
Nile, which rises in Lake Tsana, bears fertile soil from the Ethiopian high- 
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lands to Egypt. The Hawash River, starting near Addis Ababa, the capital, 
flows east and north to the great swamp in Dankaliland, where it spreads 
out and disappears in the sand. 

In the south and east the plateau lowers into intensely hot deserts, where 
are found zebra. In the north are mountains, with their sharp escarpments 
separating Abyssinia and Eritrea. To the west, towards the Sudan, is more 
desert, while in the southwest are very low feverish jungles abounding in 
tropical life of all descriptions. Elephants, leopards, crocodiles, hippopotami 
and monkeys are to be found, while in the plains, a bit higher up, are lions. 

The people are primarily interested in things military or in those per- 
taining to the church. Nearly one-fifth of the Christian population are a 
part of the church organization. The Ethiopian, as a rule, does not smoke. 
The drinks, mostly homemade, are tej and talla, which contain fermented 
honey to give them the alcoholic vigor. 

The Emperor Haile Selassie, King of Kings of Ethiopia, Conquering Lion 
of Judah, and the Elect of God, is an intelligent, well-educated man. He 
speaks English well and French fluently. He is reputed to be descended 
from the Queen of Sheba and King Solomon. Abyssinia is the rumored 
highland home of the Queen who took 120 talents of gold from her mines 
to present to Solomon in 99 2 B. C. Haile Selassie is perhaps the most up- 
to-date man, and the one with the most modern ideas of anyone in Abyssin- 
ia. But, due to the natural divisions of the country and the difficulties of 
travel, he has his hands full in attempting to put across any new ideas. 

The newest coins of Abyssinia are a silver piece, the size of a dollar, and 
smaller pieces in nickel known locally as the “alati” and the “roub.” The 
1930 issue are a 50 and a 25 cent piece. On each is found a crowned bust 
of Emperor Haile Sellassie I. On the reverse is the Abyssinian lion. These 
coins are dated 19 23 on the obverse. This date corresponds to our 19 30. 
As far as any information goes, they were not struck before 1933. 

The Menelik II dollar, first coined about 1899, has on the obverse a bust 
of Menelik II with the Ethiopian tiara, and the words “MENELIK II 
KING OF KINGS.” On the reverse is a lion, crowned, and holding a banner. 
These coins were minted in both Paris and Russia. The Paris copies are 
the best and may be distinguished by the mint mark A. A few gold pieces, 
corresponding in style, and about the sizes of the American $2 %, $3 and 
$5 gold pieces, were issued, but were not in general circulation, being used 
more for gifts and tokens. 

Until recently the only coin accepted was the Maria Theresa thaler bear- 
ing the date of 1780 and minted in Vienna. Many bright objects or curious 
ones are passed from hand to hand as mediums of exchange. In 188 5 a 
traveler stated that he “made everlasting friendship with the village chief 
by making him a present of an empty Worcestershire sauce bottle, the glass 
stopper appearing to be a source of delight and comfort to him.” 

Perhaps the best explanation of the money situation can be made by 
quoting Robert P. Skinner in his account of the first mission sent by the 
American Government to the Court of the King of Kings in the years 1903 
and 4. In the distant provinces, and outside of the large cities, the use of 
money today is nearly the same as it was then, so this report will help ex- 
plain the subject. To quote: 

“The recognized medium of exchange in the centres of Abyssinia is the 
Maria Theresa thaler of 1780, or the thaler of Menelik. The Maria Theresa 
thaler circulates generally throughout Africa, and is minted in Austria in 
considerable quantities for this trade, the new coins always bearing the old 
date. It is only within the last few years that Menelik has succeeded in 
bringing into common use coins bearing his own effigy, stamped for him 
in Paris, from the silver representing the war indemnity paid by the Italians 
a number of years ago. Even at this time the ordinary Abyssinian scrutin- 
izes his Maria Theresa thaler wuth great care, declining to take it if the 
minute pearls in the necklace are worn, and looking even more askance at 
the coins of his own country. The domestic coin is making its way, how- 
ever, its circulation being encouraged by the Government, which regards its 
use as good public policy, tending to unify the empire. The subsidiary 
coinage consists of halves, quarters, eighths, and sixteenths of a thaler. All 
these coins have been introduced by the Emperor Menelik, and are much 
less commonly circulated than the thalers. Even in Addis Ababa bars of 
salt and cartridges represent the divisions of the thaler. The amouli, or 
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salt bar, is accepted at the rate of one-third to one-fifth of the thaler, and 
the cartridges at one-sixteenth. The thaler itself fluctuates in value, the 
higher price prevailing at the greater distance from the sea. While the 
fluctuations are controlled by the silver market of the world, there is also 
a rapidly-varying domestic fluctuation, caused by crop movements and simi- 
lar causes. All of our native servants carried well-filled cartridge belts, 
whether they happened to possess a gun or revolver or not. We at first 
deemed this to be a sort of vanity, but it was the recognized way of carry- 
ing a currency always sure to circulate.” 

On July 16, 1931, Haile Selassie gave the people a constitution providing 
a legislative body of two chambers, with responsible ministers to carry out 
its decisions. The Government took over the Bank of Abyssinia on October 
12, 1931, and its name was changed to the Bank of Ethiopia. 

Stock raising and agriculture are the principal pursuits of the Abys- 
sinian. With his antiquated plow and oxen he obtains three good crops 
each year. We can imagine what could be done with modern machinery. 
Coffee, the principal product, grows wild and cultivated. Barley, wheat, 
tobacco and numerous others are also raised. The mineral and oil deposits 
are said to be of the best in the w T orld. The chief minerals are gold, iron, 
silver, salt and coal. 


Errors Found in Certain Records of Coins Minted 

In many auction sales notations may be found reading ‘‘Half Dime, 1864, 
S mint, fine, only 900 struck, rare.” Such coins are sold so frequently that 
one begins to wonder just how rare they are. Taking the latest annual re- 
port of the Director of the Mint, we find on page 66 that in 1864 half dimes 
were coined in the amount of $4,523.50, or, converting to pieces, a total of 
90,470. The several privately published lists show 470 pieces coined at 
Philadelphia and 900 at San Francisco. Are there any similar discrepan- 
cies elsewhere? If so, how much additional money have unsuspecting col- 
lectors paid for coins catalogued in good faith by dealers who believed their 
reference books to give the number of pieces coined, “which figures have 
been carefully compiled from the reports of the Director of the Mint.” The 
duplication of such errors in the coinage lists indicates that the Director of 
the Mint has been making bad errors in his reports for the past three quar- 
ters of a century, or the more likely conclusion that, instead of obtaining 
the figures from the mint records, as they say they do, they diligently copy 
the results obtained by the first person who attempted to make such a list. 

In continuing the search, we find under half dimes the following:

The corrected figures, as will be noted, increase the old figures by one 
hundred-fold. No doubt the person who compiled the original figures for 
the San Francisco mint used dollars instead of cents as his basis. After 
seeing the large number of pieces in existence today and upon checking the 
corrected figures with the Government totals, one arrives at the conclusion 
that the corrected figures are the true ones. The old mint records were not 
checked, but possibly somebody having access to them could make such a 
verification. 

Before concluding, it should also be stated that the three-cent pieces of 
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New Orleans of 1851 numbered 720,000 instead of 7,200. In the case of 
this denomination, the substitution of the corrected figures makes possible 
the addition of the number coined each year at each mint to a total of 
42,736,240 pieces, the number shown on page 56 of the report of the Direct- 
or of the Mint. 

Possibly readers of The Numismatist know of similar errors in connection 
with other coins, or maybe somebody can tell the number of proof coins 
struck each year, especially those for which the mint has no records.

Numismatically Speaking 

Catholic orders are rarely conferred on non-Catholics. Hence, when Leo- 
poldo Kahn was invested with the Order of Pius IX a month or so ago he 
became the third non-Catholic, and the first Jew, to have been so honored. 
Born in Alsace, Kahn immigrated to the Philippines nearly half a century 
ago. There, by his two wives, mestizos both of them, he gave to the Cath- 
olic Church twelve good sons and daughters. Although a great friend of 
the church, Kahn himself never professed Catholicism. 

A dispatch from Papeete states that Tahiti’s throneless Queen Joanna, 
once famous for her stormy romance and intrigue, died last month, aged 80. 
Queen Joanna married Pomare V, last King of the Tahitians, in 1875. Her 
father was said to have been a shipwrecked English sailor who married a 
native princess. After her marriage to Pomare her personal conduct 
brought much criticism from the Christian missionaries, and upon the birth 
of her daughter the king denied its paternity and forbade the child to suc- 
ceed to his estates or titles. Pomare abdicated in favor of the Republic of 
France in 1880. As far as is known, Joanna never protested the loss of 
her position, and years later a grateful Government nominated her a Cheva- 
lier of the Legion of Honor of France. 

Not once, but twice recently, Pope Pius XI established a precedent in the 
matter of conferring papal decorations. For the first time within the an- 
nals of the Church a man and his wife were invested, at the same time, 
with a pontifical order when Albert V. Mayrhofer was created a Knight 
Commander, and his wife Mary Mayrhofer was made a Lady of the Order 
of the Holy Sepulcher. The nomination to the order was made almost a 
year ago, but the ceremony was delayed because Mr. Mayrhofer’s uniform 
had to be made at the Vatican. In Mrs. Mayrhofer’s case, no habit was 
provided her, she being permitted to design her own; however, the color 
and design required Papal approval prior to the ceremony. 

A Congressional Medal of Honor for Amelia Earhart has just been pro- 
posed in a bill by Representative Tolan, Democrat, of California. Doubt- 
less the Hon. “Jack” Tolan meant well, but his bill will have difficulty in 
circumventing that portion of the rules of award (amended as of July, 
1918) wherein it states, “. . . who while an officer or enlisted man, shall 
hereafter, in action involving actual conflict with the enemy . . .” 

Another bill now pending before Congress, proposed by a representative 
from Minnesota, and supported editorially by America’s largest newspaper 
publisher, would, if passed, make it unlawful for a citizen of the United 
States to accept a decoration or order of merit from any foreign govern- 
ment, except for military services in time of war. Inasmuch as the number 
of peace-time bestowals upon U. S. citizens is numerically small, and since 
the majority of these awards are given for some outstanding accomplish- 
ment, it is to be hoped that sanity will prevail when this measure is voted 
upon. 

A nationally known columnist states: “I heard the alleged reason why 
George Arliss wasn’t knighted by His Majesty. It appears that when Arliss 
went to England to make ‘The Iron Duke’ he made the British movie firm 
pay his share of the tax to England. The King, they add, learned of it, and 
so no knighthood.” All of which is ridiculous. The G. C. B. and the K. C. 
B. are granted for extraordinary achievement, and, although Mr. Arliss is 
unquestionably a great artist, there are many others in this same category.

A NEW SERIES OF TOKENS. 

Collectors of tokens will probably have a new series shortly to receive 
their attention as the result of the retail sales tax now being levied in sev- 
eral of the States. If tokens are generally used for this purpose, the series 
should be an extensive as well as an interesting and varied one. Just how 
it would work out and what the tokens would be like may be gathered from 
a description of those proposed for use in Illinois, which is taken from a 
Chicago paper: 

“A metal coin system to solve the problem of merchant and customer m 
payment and collection of fractional cents of the State sales tax and also 
to erase a serious objection to the tax has been decided upon. Denomina- 
tions to be used have been agreed on tentatively, depending on fate of a 
proposal pending before the House of the General Assembly to boost the 
tax from 2 to 3 per cent., but that such a system will be used is shown in 
the fact that bids have been asked from makers of metal tokens. 

“Requests for the bids were sent out by State Finance Director K. L. 
Ames, Jr., and tokens are expected to cost between 75 cents and $1.50 a 
thousand. They would be of octagonal shape, about the size of a dime, and 
stamped on both sides. Should the Assembly raise the tax to 3 per cent, 
the coins would be of three denominations, one for a mill and a half, an-

other for three mills and the third for seven and a half mills. They would 
be used for payment on 5, 10 and 25 cent purchases, respectively, and to 
make change. 

“On the face of each coin would be stamped ‘R. O. T.' (retail occupation- 
al tax) and the value of it below. On the back would be stamped ‘State of 
Illinois Department of Finance.’ There would be no date nor reference 
made to an individual. It is estimated cost of making them will be be- 
tween $ 3 M00 and $50,000. Based on a 3 per cent, tax 5,000,000 coins 

the number Mr. Ames figures will be required — ‘would have a face value 
o f about $21,500 divided at the rate ot $1,500 for one mmion one-aid a- 
half-mill tokens, $6,000 for two million three-mill tokens, and $1 500 for

RARITIKS IN MASSACHUSETTS SILVER COINS. 

The sale of U S. coins by Spink & Son, Ltd., at London, of the collection 
formed nearly 100 years ago by W. S. Lincoln, the noted dealer and colleT- 
or, was rich In many rarities in a superb state of preservation The Colo- 
nial silver was extraordinarily fine. I do not recall another Chalmers s x 
pence m mint condition The two pieces, equally rare, that probably were 
of most interest were the Willow Tree threepence and the Pine Tree sil 
pence, Crosby 2, with Oak-D reverse. Of the former I find records of three 
specimens, one appearing in the Bushnell (to Parmelle), one in the Weight- 
man, and now another in the Lincoln collections. The latter is however 
a distinct variety in that England is spelled EENGLND. In each sale thU 
coin is referred to as “unpublished,” “unique,” “only one known” It 
seems rather strange that Mr. Proskey, who was unusually careful in making 
statements, should m the Parmelee catalog say “not mentioned by Crosby or 
any other writer, when the very piece he was describing came from ^he 
Bushnell sale only eight years before. Of the Oak Tree sixpence I also find 
records of three specimens. a 

Mr. Crosby (who had not known of the Willow threepence) had one 
so poor he could not properly describe it, but could give it a number Bush 
nell did not have one, but Parmelee had one in fine condition; this went to 
the late Hilyer Ryder, and was loaned by him for the N. Y. N. S. exhibit in 
l ? 14, the dialog of this exhibit it is illustrated. Now, after 4 5 years 
the third specimen appears in the Spink sale of March 21st, where I ob- 
tained it. This also is in fine condition. Spink & Son have informed me 
this is fromthe private collection of Mr. Lincoln. Mr. Bushnell was a great 
patron of W. S. Lincoln, later (1854) Lincoln & Son, where he obtlined 
many of his great rarities in the Colonial series. It may be Mr. Lincoln 
treasured this sixpence so highly he would not part with it. If anyone 
reading this owns or knows of any specimens of these two coins, other than 
those mentioned, I would appreciate very much their advising me, telling 
me all they know as to pedigree, etc. In my study of Massachusetts Colo^ 
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nial silver I have discovered a rather strange omission on the part of Mr. 
Crosby and others in not remarking the similarity in die work, lettering, 
etc shown on the 1650 pattern Pine Tree shillings and the excessively 
rare Crosby 10-P, dubbed by Mr. Mickley the “Cogwheel,” because of the 
large pellets or grains forming the circles. I feel certain the two 165 0 and 
the 10-P shillings were produced by the same die maker or designer. All 
that I can find regarding the 1650 pieces substantiates Dr. Ammi Brown’s 
opinion that they were genuine productions of the period. I consider them 
patterns for the issues for which legislation was rapidly taking form. It had 
long been the custom in England to submit pattern designs for prospective 
issues. At present I can locate but one Crosby 10-P shilling. Only two 
seem to be represented in the several great collections where this piece ap- 
pears passing from one collector to another. I have the one illustrated 
and described by Crosby; the other finally reached the collection of Julius 
Guttag Mr Guttag informs me that this coin with others was stolen from 
him* further trace of it has been lost. I also request information from any- 
one who knows of another 10-P shilling. Some time this wonderful series 
so glorious in its relation to our Colonial history, will come into its own. 
Then I am sure the Colonial silver issues will take first rank in interest 


among collectors of Americana.

the ARKANSAS COMMEMORATIVE HALF DOLLAR. 

Perhaps by the time this issue of The Numismatist reaches its readers 
the Arkansas commemorative half dollar will be available to collectors. 
We are indebted to the Medallic Art Company, New York City, which cut 
the dies for the coin, for the photograph of the sculptor s models from 
which the illustration is made. 



The authorized issue is 500,000. The coin will commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of the admission of Arkansas to the Union, which, however, will 
not be until 19 3 6. The dates 183 6 and 1936 appear on the reverse of the 
coin, while the date of issue (1935) will appear on the obverse. 

The designs are by Edward Everett Burr, of Chicago, from which Miss 
Emily Bates, of Batesville, Ark., prepared the models. 

The obverse pictures an eagle with outstretched wings guarding the dia- 
mond-shaped symbol taken from the Arkansas flag. The three stars beneath 
the word “Arkansas” has two meanings. It was the third State carved from 
the Louisiana Purchase and it has been under three flags, Spanish, French 
and American. The single star above the name commemorates the State s 
participation in the Confederacy. The sun is indicative of enterprise. The 
date of minting, 19 35, will appear beneath the words Half Dollar. The 
reverse represents the span of one hundred years, by showing a feathered 
Indian head typical of 1836 in contrast with present day Liberty. 
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These coins were authorized by the last Congress in a bill introduced by 
Senator Hattie Carraway.

CANADA’S NEW SILVER DOLLAR. 

Canada’s new silver dollar is now in circulation. It appeared early in 
May and is illustrated here through the courtesy of J. Douglas Ferguson, of 
Rock Island, Quebec, a member of the A. N. A. 

The obverse shows a bust of the King in imperial regalia with the in- 
scription “Georgius V Rex Imperator Anno Regni XXV.” On the reverse 
the design is a pelt-laden canoe paddled by an Indian and a voyageur passing 
a rocky islet on which are two jack pines. The word “Canada” in a setting 
of Northern lights is placed above with “Dollar” and the date 1935 below. 



The dollar contains six-tenths of an ounce of fine silver alloyed with 
25 per cent, of copper. The diameter is 1.4 inches. Heretofore the largest 
Canadian silver coin has been the 50-cent piece. 

In sending the specimen Mr. Ferguson writes as follows: “Frankly, I am 
a bit disappointed with it, as I would like to have seen a little more refer- 
ence to the Jubilee. The only reference to it is in the Latin inscription 
on the obverse, which is also typically conventional to the British mind. 
The reverse, while very different, is almost painfully plain, but the plain- 
ness may have a tendency to wear away from our mind when we become 
more accustomed to it.”

A feature of the observance of Music Week, beginning May 12, was the 
exhibit in Chicago of the collection of Jenny Lind tokens and medals of 
Ragnar Cederlund, Second Vice-President of the A. N. A. The exhibit was 
a window display at the music store of Lyon & Healy. Mr. Cederlund’s 
collection of tokens and medals of the “Swedish Nightingale” is an exten- 
sive one, none of which are common, and many are of the highest rarity. 
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MEDAL BY THE ARGENTINE NUMISMATIC SOCIETY.

In November, 193 4, the numismatic students and collectors of the Argen- 
tine Republic held the first exhibition of numismatic material which had 
ever been shown in that country and in which over fifty separate exhibits 
were displayed. These included money, medals, jetons, etc., of Argentina, 
the Americas, Europe, and the medallic pieces of the arts and industries. 
The outcome of this exhibition was the formation of the local numismatic 
society, which, to commemorate the event of their first exhibition, has 
caused to be executed one of the most artistic and attractive bronze medals 
which has appeared for many a day. It is 70 mm. in diameter, bearing on 
the obverse a graceful female figure holding a book in her lap, with em- 
blems of Art and Industry at her side. At the right is the setting sun across 
a pampas field, while above and below are laurel branches. On the upper 
border is PRIMERA EXPOSCION ARGENTINA DE NUMISMATICA, while 
below is BUENOS AIRES 12-19 NOVIEMBRE 1934. On the reverse center 
are the officers of the exhibition, with crossed laurel branches on the lower 
border, and their motto above, IN AURUM VERITATIS SIGNUM PATRIAE 
(In the pure gold of truth, the emblem of the country). The medal was 
executed by Gottuzzo and Piana, who are to be congratulated on producing 
such a fine specimen of medallic workmanship, surely one of the most artistic 
numismatic medals which has appeared for some time. Collectors of such 



pieces will regret to learn that only fifty-five medals were struck for dis- 
tribution to the members, as specimens of such an attractive medal should 
be in the cabinets of all prominent numismatic societies the world over. 
And it would be well for our societies to take a lesson from their youthful 
Argentinian fellow-numismatists when they consider having a medal struck 
for some event in their history. 

It is worthy of note that the honorary president, Dr. Jorge A. Echayde, 
displayed 65 volumes on numismatics; D. Jose Marco del Pont showed 980 
military medals, public instruction, inauguration, and 205 pieces commemo- 
rating four centuries of American historical events. Their treasurer, D. 
Carlos Roberts, gave from his great collection, 159 pieces, mostly of silver, 
being South American military awards. Casa Pardo showed 100 pieces of 
foreign decorations, and many other exhibitors had on display thousands of 
coins. D. Ludovico Cata showed 3,500 Greek, Roman and Byzantine coins. 
Certainly this exhibition was such that serious American collectors would 
have greatly enjoyed it.

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Numismatics at the New York Hobby Show, 1935 

In association with the Publicity Committee of the American Numismatic 
Association, all the affiliated coin clubs of the New York Metropolitan Dis- 
trict recently took part in the “Hobby Round-Up,” held under the auspices 
of the Leisure League of America, from May 1 to 11, at Commerce Hall, 
the building of the Port of New York Authority. Similar to last year’s 
Hobby Show, the organizations which joined the Publicity Committee were 
the American Numismatic Society, New York Numismatic Club, Bronx Coin 
Club, Brooklyn Coin Club, New Jersey Numismatic Society, Westchester 
County Coin Club and the Chase Bank Coin Society. This really included, 
either directly or indirectly, every A. N. A. member in New York and vicin- 
ity, and between so much talent a fine exhibit, displayed in cases loaned 
by the American Numismatic Society, was arranged for. 

It is impossible to give the names of all the members who shared in the 
active work, because, with few exceptions, at some time or other during

the Show everyone was on active duty, or at least looked in on the exhibit 
and registered among the visitors. While it would lead beyond the scope 
of this report to list in detail all the exhibits, those who furnished exhibits 
were the following: Messrs. Zerbe, Blake, Kusterer, Kortjohn, Bullowa, 
Dewey, Werner, Tait, Barnet, Hentgen, Guttag, Crane, Kennedy, Knobloch, 
Shanahan, Wood, Wittemann, Sghia, Stein, Mayfield, Dr. Hahn, Ralph C. 
Case, for the International Nickel Company, and Moritz Wormser. 

The management awarded ribbons for the best exhibits as follows: 

U. S. Section — Blue ribbon, Louis S. Werner, for collection of patterns; 
red ribbon, Martin Kortjohn, for collection of 3c. pieces; red ribbon, D. M. 
Bullowa, for commemoratives. 

Paper Money Section — Blue ribbon, Joseph Barnet, for Fractional Cur- 
rency; red ribbon, Julius Guttag, for Federal Reserve Notes and Advertis- 
ing Notes; red ribbon, Farran Zerbe, for odd denominations. 

Foreign Section — Blue ribbon, Ralph T. Case, representing International 
Nickel Co., for collection of nickel coins; red ribbon, Howland Wood, for 
Japanese display; red ribbon, John Mayfield, for counterstamped coins. 
Ancient Section — Blue ribbon, to Harry J. Stein. 
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Medal Section — Blue ribbon, to Theodor Hentgen, for G. A. R. medals. 

General — Blue ribbon, to Moritz Wormser, for educational value of ar- 
rangement of selections, “Women on Coins,” “Chinese Generals,” “Religion 
on Coins.” 

Most of these exhibitors also furnished the man power that was in charge 
of the booth and the work behind the counter, and in addition those most 
constantly in attendance at the booth were Messrs. Nicolletti, Klaif, Wishy, 
Lighte, Reagan and Semple. 

The character of this Hobby Round-Up differed somewhat from last year’s 
Hobby Show, as the public to whom it catered was composed of totally 
different elements. While in last year’s Show the attendance was drawn 
from the buying public in the field of antiques, engravings and similar ob- 
jects, the objective of the Hobby Round-Up was rather to teach the public 
pleasurable pursuits with which one might occupy one’s leisure time. Among 
the exhibitors who were special features, were Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, 
Y. M. C. A. organizations, museums and New York City departments. There- 
fore it must be taken into consideration that the visiting public presented 
a fertile field for an exhibition showing the various phases of numismatic 
activities, and it is hoped that some of the spectators will have been suf- 
ficiently impressed with the attractiveness of coin collecting, as compared 
with other leisure-time activities. 

The crowds were particularly large in the evenings and on Saturdays, 
while at least three or four of our members were always on hand, to explain 
and to solicit membership and subscription. 

On several occasions the booth developed into a small sized A. N. A. 
convention, and the high spot was reached on Tuesday evening, May 7th, 
when Henry Ripstra, member of the Board of Governors, most unexpected- 
ly surprised us with a visit. He proved a great attractiion for the A. N. A., 
and club crowd, and his cheery smile radiated upon the new members, who 
met him for the first time. 

Another out-of-town visitor who blew in was Henry Schuhmacher, w^ho 
had been in charge of the Boston Hobby Show last winter. 

Financially, the Hobby Round-Up was fairly satisfactory as ten new 
members were signed up and in addition five new subscribers were obtain- 
ed, so that a total of 25 new prospects were actually contacted through the 
sale of sample copies, subscriptions and memberships. The main accom- 
plishment must be considered the fun that all those who took part got out 
of their activities and the spirit of cooperation and “camaradery,” which 
was developed among the various groups of New York numismatists. 

Special thanks are due to all those who participated in the Show, for their 
untiring efforts, and also to Mr. Sig. Rothschild, who was in charge of the 
department of collections for the Leisure League of America, and who lost 
no opportunity to confer special favors upon the representative of the As- 
sociation whenever the occasion arose. 


THE OLD CARSON CITY MINT. 

The old Carson City Mint, which produced some coinage rarities in the 
early 1870s, is no longer in use as a Government assay office. The last 
coins struck there were dated 1893, and since that time it had been used 
for assay purposes, until last year, when the interior was dismantled. It 
is now referred to as the Federal Relief Building. 

The illustration is from a recent photograph furnished by Farran Zerbe, 
of New York City, who writes it was received from a friend in Carson City, 
who also sent him a couple of bullion documents dated early in the 1870s, 
which were found at the bottom of one of the old flues when the interior 
was dismantled last year.

The following details of the old mint are taken from Evans’ “Illustrated 
History of the Mint,” published in 1893: 

“The Mint of the United States at Carson City, Nevada, is situated in 
the western part of the State, in the heart of a mining country, sixteen 
miles from the famous “Comstock Lode.” It is built of sandstone from the 
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Nevada State Prison Quarry. Piet style of architecture. Portico, Ionic. 
It is a two-and-a-half-story building, and has a frontage of 90 by 170 feet 
deep, and was erected in 1867 at a cost of $300,000, including the building 
and machinery. As a preventive against fire, the floors are double, with an 
inch of mortar between. The foundations are seven feet below the base- 
ment floor and laid in concrete. 

“The institution was first opened for operation on July 1, 18 69, with Col. 
Abraham Curry (the discoverer of the famous Gould and Curry mine, of 
the Comstock Lode) as superintendent. The successive superintendents 
were: H. F. Rice, F. D. Hetrich, James Crawford, William Gerrard and S. 
C. Wright the incumbent. 



“The refinery of the mint is equipped with sulphuric and nitric acid pro- 
cesses, and also cupel furnaces. The capacity of the refinery is about 6000 
ounces per day of eight hours. The capacity of the coining department 
when working a force to the fullest capacity is $500,000 in silver and 
$500,000 in gold coins. In this department there are three coining presses, 
one for silver dollars and double eagles, one for half dollars, eagles and 
half eagles, and one for minor coins. 

“At the present writing the mint is employed in melting, parting and re- 
fining bullion, and coining double eagles, eagles, half eagles and Standard 
silver dollars. The Carson City mint has the honor of having coined the 
first Standard silver dollar, as well as the last Trade dollar that was coined 
in the United States. 

“The total coinage executed at the mint from its organization to Decem- 
ber 31, 1891, is $15,776,340 in double eagles, $2,282,780 in eagles, $2,564,- 
245 in half eagles, $10,631,288 in silver dollars, $4,211,400 in Trade dol- 
lars, $2,654,313.50 in half dollars, $2,579,198 in quarter dollars, $28,658 
in twenty-cent pieces, and $2,090,110.80 in dimes, making a total gold 
coinage of $20,623,365, and a silver coinage of $22,194,970.30, or a grand 
total, including both gold and silver, of $42,818,335.30.” 


WE SHOULD HAVE MORE DENOMINATIONS OF COINS. 

Since the World War stamp collecting has made a wonderful increase. 
The United States, like foreign nations, is issuing a great number of new 
stamps every year, sometimes almost too many. 

In the earlier days there were quite a number of different coins in circu- 
lation, but since 1889 when the $1 and $3 gold coins were discontinued, 
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the number has been very limited. What is the reason? Had the number 
been so small before, there would not be many coins to put into a collection 
today. If it were not for a few commemorative half dollars once in a 
while, what new coins would be seen? 

Some years the number of pennies coined reached over 300 million. I 
often think why don’t they issue two-cent and three-cent coins again. With 
these the expense of the great number of pennies could be reduced and the 
two-cent and three-cent coins would be much better to handle in the stores 
than so many pennies. 

These coins would not figure much in a collection at the present time, it 
is true, but as time passes they would be coming in the future again like 
the ones before, and so others could be coined also besides these two. No 
proof coins have been issued since 1915, either. 

Therefore, I would like to see some dealers or collectors take it up with 
those who have charge of coining money, for we can have more coins when 
such a large number of new stamps are seen all the time.

BALTIMORE HOARD OF GOLD COINS SOLD. 


The sale of the large hoard of gold coins found by two boys in the cellar 
of an occupied house in Baltimore last fall took place in Baltimore on 
May 2, and was in many respects one of the most unusual sales that has 
taken place in years. Most of the coins were dated between 1850 and 1856, 
although a few others were struck between 1834 and 1850. The Charlotte, 
Dahlonega and New Orleans mints were fairly well represented. The great- 
er part of the hoard was in $20 and $1 pieces, although the $10 was well 
represented, but there was a comparatively small number of the $2.50 de- 
nomination. Not a single $3 piece was in the hoard. 

The sale was held by Perry W. Fuller, a Baltimore coin and stamp dealer, 
at the Lord Baltimore Hotel, under the order of the Circuit Court of Balti- 
more. About 100 were present, many of them attracted by the novelty of 
the sale. Most of the bidders were local collectors, with a few out-of-town 
dealers. The number of coins purchased for mail bidders was small, al- 
though Mr. Fuller stated that he had received bids for practically every 
lot in the sale. 

There were 55 pieces of the $20 dated 18 50 of the Philadelphia mint. 
The price on these ranged from $3 2 to $3 6. The price on the $20 pieces 
of other mints ranged from $3 2 to $38, the majority selling for the mini- 
mum price or slightly above. Lot 119, a $20 of 1856 of the New Orleans 
mint brought $119 and was knocked down to a Virginia collector. 

The $11) pieces sold upward from $16. Lot 188, a $10 piece of 1846, O 
mint, brought $40, and Lot 195, a $10 piece of 1849, O mint, brought $45. 

The $5 pieces sold for upward from $8 to $26, with most of them bring- 
ing slightly over the lower price. 

The $2.50 pieces ranged from $4.50 to $13, most of them slightly above 
the lower price. 

The gold dollars ranged from $1.70 to $2.60.

As chairman of the Museum Committee I will have entire 
charge of the sale of the coins. We wish all collectors to obtain a few 
and will not allow any speculator to hold up the public. The coins will sell 
for $2 plus postage, cash with order, and collectors will be notified through 
The Numismatist as soon as the President signs the bill.

IMPERFECTIONS IN RECENT LINCOLN CENTS.

On the reverse E PL and U in “E Pluribus Unum” is almost indescrib- 
able. S in States and R in America are badly mutilated, apparently by die 
break. 

This specimen was uncirculated and received from the mint.

August 24 to 29, 1935 

The annual convention of the American Numismatic Association will be 
held in Pittsburgh, August 24 to 29. The Western Pennsylvania Numis- 
matic Association, in its sixty-seventh year, is acting the role of host for 
the first time, and is planning a program of entertainment which should 
make your visit to Pittsburgh one to be remembered. 

Convention headquarters will be established in Webster Hall Hotel, in 
the heart of Pittsburgh’s civic center, a short distance by trolley or auto- 
mobile from the business and shopping district. The Carnegie Museum, 
one of the country’s largest and oldest, has graciously consented to furnish 
us with exhibition rooms, as well as a hall where the business sessions of 
the convention will be held. The committee on exhibitions is already plan- 
ning for one of the largest and most interesting convention displays. 

“The Gateway to the West.” 

The point of land where the Allegheny and Monongahela rivers join to 
form the Ohio was a focal point in the long struggle between France and 
England for control of a continent. Here Washington recognized the strate- 
gic value of “the Gateway to the West” and sought to build a fort.

O. T. Sghia: Uniface thaler of Strassbourg, 159 2. 

J. Zug: Seven $20 gold pieces dated 1850, 1851, 1852, 1853, 1854, 1855, 
18 56 from the hoard of gold coins secreted in South Eden Street, Baltimore, 
in 1857, and unearthed in 1934. The entire hoard consisted of $11,427 
face value and was sold at auction in Baltimore May 2, 1935. 

M. Wormser: Recent issues of Finland, Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia, Po- 
land and Danzig, some showing recent currency inflation. Old issues of 
the kings of Poland: 10 ducats and y 2 ducat for Lithuania; 10 ducats and 
a silver medal for Danzig; ducat and double ducat for Thorn; taler and 10 
ducats for Posnania; square % taler for Elbing; ducat for Riga; and finally 
issued by Christine of Sweden a double ducat for Riga. 

J. Guttag: Mauritius, 1 rupee, silver, 1934. 5 zlotig, Poland, Pilsudski, 

1934. Lithuania, 5, 10, 20, 50 centu, 1, 2, 5 lita, 1925. 1660-1661, 3, 4, 

5, 6 solidus. 

F. Zerbe: Aluminum 1/5-cent sales tax tokens of the State of Washington. 
Various large denomination obsolete notes. 

The Publication Committee reported as follows: “Rapid rise in the price 
of silver has caused Mexico to proceed to replace its silver coins with paper 
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money, and has disorganized commercial activities in China. Demand for 
nickels, dimes and quarters has, for a time, increased our mint operations 
to seven days a week. Raymond T. Baker, Director of the Mint, 1917 to 
1922, died April 28th, last. The old Carson City Mint, previously reported 
dismantled, had its interior cleared and reconditioned last year, stands, 
looking as of old, and is now used for Federal relief purposes. The State 
of Washington has recently issued aluminum sales tax tokens, for use in 
purchases of 10 cents worth or less, which cost 1/5 of a cent. The Free 
City of Danzig has slipped from the gold basis and its gold coins may prove 
to be very rare. Evidently advance orders have exhausted the supply of the 
recently released Canadian commemorative silver dollars. Some large Cana- 
dian banks could only supply a part of quantity requests.” 

It was regularly moved, seconded and carried that the topic for the June 
meeting be “Odd Times Tokens and Fires in Numismatics.” 

Due to the new procedure in the nomination and election of officers for 
the A. N. A., it was regularly moved, seconded and carried that the secre- 
tary place in nomination the following: For President, T. James Clarke, 
Jamestown, N. Y.; Vice-President, Douglas Ferguson, Rock Island, Quebec; 
Second Vice-President, Herbert W. Walker, Warren, Ohio; Secretary, Harry 
T. Wilson, Chicago, 111.; Treasurer, George H. Blake, Jersey City, N. J.; 
Chairman of the Board of Governors, Harley L. Freeman, Cleveland, Ohio; 
Members of the Board of Governors, Shepard Pond, Boston, Mass.; Henry 
Hunt, Pittsburgh, Pa.; Wm. A. Philpott, Jr., Dallas, Texas; A. A. Grinnell, 
Highland Park, Mich.; Librarian, Charles W. Foster, Rochester, N. Y. 

Our president welcomed our new member, R. A. Barry. Mr. Barry ex- 
pressed his pleasure at becoming a member of our club and also exhibited 
a letter addressed to Amelia Earhart and carried on her flight, bearing the 
postmark Los Angeles to Mexico City, from Mexico City to Newark, N. J., 
and from Newark, N. J., to New York. Mr. Barry stated it was his under- 
standing only 50 of these letters were carried on this Earhart flight. 

The president also welcomed our member, Maurice Schulman, of Amster- 
dam, Holland.

Congratulations were extended to our charter member, Mr. Dewey, on 
becoming a father. 

A rising vote of thanks was given to Mr. Stein for reading a paper on the 
subject of an issue of denarii by the family of Crassus. This was illustrated 
by an exhibit of a denarius of Crassus and a drachm of Orodes I of Parthia.
